HOG CHOLERA TREATMENT. 


W hat to Do W hen Thia Disease A p ­ 
pears In the Hard. 
When an outbreak of hog cholera oc­ 
curs on a farm the herd should be 
quarantined and all |*ossible precau­ 
tion* taken against tile spread of tile 
infection In the neighborhood, says 
Professor It. A. Craig of the Indiana 
experiment station. 
Jf the houses and yards are well a r­ 
ranged and can he cleaned and dlsln 
feete<l it is not advisable to move the 
animals, but lf the quarters are old 
and more or less tumbled down and 
the yards littered with corncob*, ma 
mire piles, straw stacks, etc., it is ad 
vlsable .to 
provide 
better quarter* 
Sui'li yard* should l*e well drained 
During tile w arm m onths of Hie year 
plenty of range and protection from 
tin* sun and rain are necessary. 
Boomy, dry, well ventilated sleeping 
quarters aud yards that have k*mkI 
surface drainage are U*st when the 
w eather Is cool and wet.
